We would in terfere with them only in the last 
reso rt, and then only if it be c a m e evident that their 
inability or unw illingness to do justice at hom e and 
a bro a d had violated the rights of the United S tales or 
ha d invited foreign aggression to the d e trim en t of the 
e n tire body of A m erican nations. , 


In his ISO.T annual m essag e. T heodore Roosevelt 
w ro te for c o n te m po ra ry A m erica: 


“ . . . T here are, of course, lim its to the w rongs 
w hich an y self-respecting nation c an e n d ure 
It is 
alw ays 
possible 
that 
wrong 
actions 
tow ard 
this 
N ation, or tow ard citizens of this .Nation, in so m e 
S tate unable to keep ord er am ong its own people, 
unable to s e c ure justice from outsiders, and unwilling

F idel C astro m ight read the Roosevelt 1904 and 
1905 m es sa g es in detail.

A three-day state visit starting tomorrow in 
W ashington will be a homecom ing of sorts for 
Phumiphon Aduldet. the King of Thailand. The 
monarch, who ascended the throne in 1955. was 
born in Cambridge. Mass.. 32 years ago while his 
father was a Harvard medical student. 


His Western orientation appears complete. 
The King is a talented jazz clarinetist who holds 
jam sessions at his Heart of Flower Palace in 
exotic Bangkok. The state visit will highlight a 
month-long tour of the United States for the 
King. his beauteous Queen Kitiyakara and their 
four children. 


Thailand for many years has been a fast 
friend of the United States, and now is the 
cornerstone of the S o u t h e a s t Asia Treaty 
Organization 
(SEATO). 
Thailand

Siam until 1949 > is one of the few countries of 
Asia 
with

Domestic affairs have been relatively stable 
since Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat. the Supreme 
Commander of the Thai armed forces, seized 
power in a bloodless coup in October 1958, and 
established himself as Premier. Sarit would like 
more econom ic aid from the United States, end 
once urged that future military aid be in the 
form of welfare projects for the armed forces. 


Communist terrorists infiltrating Thailand 
from Malaya to the south, and from Laos to the 
northeast, appear to have been checked. This is

No Mollycoddle 


In 1904 and 1905. Theodore Roosevelt established 
the principle that as the United States, under the 
Monroe Doctrine, objected to any European power 
intervening in the affairs of Latin America, the United 
States had a moral responsibility to maintain order 
and protect life and property in these countries. 


In his 1904 annual message. President Theodore 
Roosevelt said: 
. . H i * not true that the I nited States feels any 
land hunger or entertains any projects as regards the 
other nations of the Western H emisphere save such as 
I are for their u eltare All that this country desires is 
to see the neighboring countries stable, orderly, and 
prosperous . . 
Then he declared American policy as fellows; 


. . Chronic wrongdoing, or an impotence 
which result* in a general loosening of the tie* of 
rivilized society, may in America, a* elsewhere, 
ultimately require intervention bv some rivilized 
nation, 
and 
in 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere 
the 
adherence of the I nil cd Stales to the Monroe 
Doctrine m ay force the I nited Stales, however 
reluctantly, in flagrant cases of such wrongdoing 
or impotence, to the exercise of an international 
police power. . 


Theodore Roosevelt never begged the l-.'Uf. 
He 
was first of all an American It was in that spirit that 
in this sam e message, he laid down this guiding 
statem ent: 
**, . . We would interfere with them only in the l a ' t 
resort, and then only if it becam e evident that their 
inability or unwillingness to do justice at home and 
abroad had violated the rights of the I nited State'- or 
had invited foreign aggression to the detriment of the 
entire body of American nations. . .” 
In his 1905 annual message. Theodore Roosevelt 
wrote for contem porary America; 
“ . . . There are, of course, limits to the wrong* 
which any self-respecting nation can endure 
It is 
always 
possible 
that 
wrong 
actions 
toward 
thus 
Nation, or toward citizens of this Nation, in some 
State unable to keep order among its own people, 
unable to secure justice from outsiders, and unwilling 
to do justice to those outsiders who treat it well, may 
result in our having to take action to protect our 
rights, but such action will not be taken with a view 
to territorial aggression, and it will be taken at all 
only with extrem e reluctance and when it has become 
evident that every other resource has been ^xhau'ted 
Fidel Castro might read the Roosevelt 1904 and 
1905 messages in detail. True, times have changed but 
they have not changed that much. 
The people of the United States are growing very- 
weary of his nonsense and his next step, a mutual 
security treaty with Soviet Russia
